Board of Health closed two 
local bars recently because 
they were not following proto- 
cols put in place to combat the 
COVID-19 epidemic, town offi- 
cials said last week. 

Town Health Agent Andrea 
Crete made the decision Sept. 


24 to close the El Cid on East 
Street and The Lighthouse on 
Sewall Street. El Cid has since 
re-opened. 

Crete said the reason behind 
the closures was based on the 
decision by Massachusetts Gov. 
Charlie Baker that bars cannot 
open until Phase 4 of the state’s 
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The Lighthouse, located on 108 Sewall St., Ludlow.

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LPS teams up with Walgreens to prevent flu outbreak 


LUDLOW — The arrival of fall not 
only brings cooler weather and colorful 
foliage — it’s also a reminder that flu 
season will quickly be upon us. 

In an effort to be proactive and sup- 
port LPS families, a flu clinic was of- 
fered Sept. 26 to all Ludlow Public 
Schools students and children of LPS 
employees. 

District Health Care Coordinator 
Kristen Bunten said this clinic was 
made possible through a cooperative 
effort with the local Walgreens, which 
has partnered with LPS to provide flu 
shots to staff since 2013. 

“We are very grateful for Walgreens 
continued support over the years. and 
for assisting us in expanding the clinic 
to provide students with flu shots this 
year,’ Bunten said. 

“Now that the state 1s mandating in- 
fluenza vaccines to be administered to 
all students by Dec. 31 of this year, this 
clinic is an awesome way for the dis- 
trict to support families to be compli- 
ant with this new regulation,’ Chapin 
Street School Nurse Beth Parent, who 
assisted during the clinic, said. 

Bunten also extended a thank you 
to Walgreens Pharmacist Deanna Soja, 
who administered the vaccine at the re- 
cent clinic. 

Bunten said more than 200 students 
received flu shots during the clinic, 
which was held on a Saturday. This 
number is in addition to over 250 LPS 
employees who have received the vac- 
cine during school-based clinics this 
fall. 

The overwhelming consensus of 
parents was an appreciation for the 
convenience the flu clinic offered. 

“We get the flu shot every year, but 
their pediatrician is in Longmeadow 
and so it was easier to bring all three 
of them here and just get it done,’ said 
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Adrian, Christian and Steven Martins 
wait for their flu shots at a recent 
clinic held by LPS in partnership with 
Walgreens. 


Meredith Blackburn, who brought her 
son and two daughters. “This was so 
easy; I would definitely come again 
next year if offered.” 

“T brought him here as a precaution. 
Better to be safe than sorry,” Alex De- 
gobbi said as he and his son waited in 
line. “He always gets the flu shot and 
this location was very convenient with 
no midweek appointment to worry 
about; So, here we are!” 

Another parent, Molly Cesan, said 
the clinic offered an option to have her 
twin sons inoculated sooner than later.

LPS Superintendent Todd Gazda 
said he was all-in on this initiative and 
praised the hard work of Bunten for 
quickly arranging the clinic. He also 
thanked the LPS employees who were 
on hand to assist at the clinic - Beth 
Parent, Chapin Street Nurse, Ann Ma- 
rie Belden, East Street Nurse, Lisa 
Nemeth, LHS Principal and Beth Ol- 
iveira, District Health Assistant. 

“We are happy to be able to provide 
this service for parents,’ Gazda said. 
“Tt is imperative that we do all we can 
to keep our community in good health 
this year. This is one way we can make

it easier for parents to access flu shots 
for their children.” 

Getting a flu shot not only pro- 
tects the individual, but the communi- 
ty-at-large. 

“Receiving the flu vaccination will 
not only reduce your risk of getting 
the flu but will also help to minimize 
spreading it to others,’ Bunten said. 
“Research indicates that when more 
people receive the flu vaccine, less flu 
viruses can spread.” 

It’s especially important this year, 
considering the pandemic. 

“The need for receiving a flu vac- 
cine is higher this year in order to 
prevent our medical system from be- 
ing overwhelmed with both flu and 
COVID-19 illness at the same time,’ 
Bunten said.

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EDITORIAL 


It's more important 


than ever to follow 
COVID-19 guidelines 


f there’s one thing we’ve learned this 
[>= week, it’s that, sadly, the coronavi- 

rus pandemic isn’t going away anytime 
soon. In fact, if recent trends are any indica- 
tion, it could get worse before it gets better. 

Nationally, a series of high-profile Amer- 
icans became corona patients. The day af- 
ter President Trump was admitted to Walter 
Reed National Military Medical Center, it 
was announced that New England Patriots 
quarterback Cam Newton was diagnosed 
with COVID-19, the disease caused by the 
novel coronavirus. 

Even closer to home, Springfield last 
week was added to the list of most “at-risk” 
communities for coronavirus. 

Let us pause right here and offer our 
warmest wishes for a full, speedy recovery 
not only to those mentioned above, but also 
to all of our fellow American citizens, and 
especially those in our communities, infect- 
ed with the often stealthy virus. 

In Massachusetts, which has what is 
widely considered one of the most success- 
ful statewide responses to the pandemic in 
the U.S., once-promising statistics have tak- 
en a turn. According to the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health, a surge of 
more than 600 new COVID-19 cases over 
the weekend pushed the state total to nearly 
132,000 with a daily positive test rate in the 
4.34% range. That’s higher than it’s been in 
about four months and after the daily posi- 
tive test rate was consistently around 1%. 

To date, more than 9,000 people in Mas- 
sachusetts have died of corona-related ill- 
ness. 

Why the sudden uptick in cases after 
a summer of successfully containing out- 
breaks in our state? Health experts had been 
warning us for months that the change in 
seasons could trigger more cases. The virus 
likes cooler weather, they say, and lower 
temperatures make us more susceptible to 
infection. It was predicted that cases would 
rise as we spend more time indoors. 

Another important factor — one that we 
can control — could be complacency. Per- 
haps our state’s success in keeping the vi- 
rus from spreading here has given us a false 
sense of security. And like our fellow citi- 
zens across the nation, many of us are just 
weary from months of restrictions, social 
distancing and periods of seclusion. 

A return to life without COVID-19 may 
still be a ways off, but locally, there are rea- 
sons to feel optimistic. The Tantasqua case 
appears isolated to the one person and not 
a threat to the wider school community. In 
Ludlow, school officials, parents and stu- 
dents are celebrating the first phase of re- 
suming in-school classes and sports. 

Nonetheless, it’s as important now as it 
ever was to follow health officials’ guide- 
lines. That includes proper hand-washing, 
social distancing and wearing a mask in 
public.

How long it takes to turn the page on this 
most wrenching chapter in our history de- 
pends on you.

Can I get Social Security with my municipal pension?

Dear Rusty: I retired from a munici- 
pal Fire Department seven years ago at the 
age of 54. It 1s a private pension, and I was 
exempt from Social Security while I was 
working. I receive about $50,000 per year in 
pension benefits. I recently got a letter from 
Social Security saying I needed eight more 
credits of work to qualify for Social Secu- 
rity benefits. I was wondering if I worked 


two more years, paying into Social Security, 
would I qualify for benefits, since I am on 
a municipal pension? Signed: Retired Fire- 
man 

Dear Retired Fireman: Although your 
municipal Fire Department pension would 
reduce your Social Security benefit, it will 
not eliminate it. So, if you work and earn 
those additional eight credits you will be en- 
titled to a Social Security benefit.

re-opening plan. Bars that serve 
food, however, are permitted to 
operate.

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turn visit in years to Massa- 
chusetts, where I saw my first 
Grateful Dead show in Fox- 
boro. That was during a sum- 
mer vacation that included a 
back-packing tour of New En- 
gland, staying in youth hostels, 
and basking in the serene nature 
of the Berkshires and White 
Mountains, just to name a cou- 
ple of the many wonderful plac- 
es I was fortunate enough to ex- 
perience that summer.

credits per year. For 2020, you’ ll 
earn one credit for each $1,410 
of earnings, up to a maximum 
of four credits for the year, but 
you don’t need to work the entire 
year to get the credits.

Geographic ‘bubbles 
adopted for fall season

REGION — It seemed to 
work ok for Major League 
Baseball, and now the Pioneer 
Valley Interscholastic Athletic 
Conference in Western Massa- 
chusetts and Mid-Wach League 
of Central Mass. are utilizing a 
similar strategy to limit travel 
for teams. 

High school fall sports will 
observe a similar limited travel 
schedule to that of the MLB as 
they go into “geographic” bub- 
bles. 

In Western Mass., due to the 
diversity of the area, the PVI- 
AC has always made leagues 
based on a competitive balance. 
While you might see intermin- 
gling of the teams in Division 
1, 2, 3, and 4, it is based on 
how good a team’s competition 
level is in a certain sport. 

Now, there is still intermin- 
gling of divisions, but it is only 
based on the region and the 
pure geography of the area. 

In many sports, the teams 
have been divided into four 
“bubbles.” They are Hampshire 
East and West, and Hampden 
East and West. Many of the 
Springfield teams have been 
placed into a bubble within 
the city due to the number of 
schools there. 


The Hampden leagues 


consists mostly of the larger 
schools in the region as Long- 
meadow, East Longmeadow, 
Minnechaug, Chicopee, and 
Chicopee Comprehensive are 
lumped into the Hampden East.
